4 MEETING LOOKED FOR BETWEEN 


CALL AND PLUMB. 


THE FLORIDA SENATOR IS WRATHY 


Mr. Blaine Is Some Better-The Southern 
Peniientiary—Mr. Reed Is Not Getting 
Newspaper Notoriety Enough. 


Wasnincton, D. C., January 17.—-[Spe- 
gial.}—Congressional circles are, right now, 
very much excited over the rumor that a duel 
is on foot between Senator Call and Senator 
Plumb. . 

Senator Call has not been in the senate 
since his war of words with Plumb on Tues- 
day. Then the words, ‘‘untrue,”’ “false state- 
ments,’ ‘“‘boodler,’”? and the like were used 
freely by both men. Immediately after the 
debate Mr. Call talked with his friends, and 
is understood to have used the words, ‘‘per- 
gonal redress,’’ in his language. Indeed, Mr. 
Call's bristles were elevated, and his words 
have large traces of carmine. Even the 
air around him seemed charged with 
electricity and tinged with gore. All this, and 
Mr. Call’s disappearance, has led to the report 
that he has gone to some place from where he 
can communicate with Plumb without injury to 
his future political success, or else he is con- 
sidering whether or not he shall call the 
Kansas senator outfor his language on Tues- 
day. 

Mr. Plumb, however, is here, and when 
asked today if he would accept a chal- 
lenge to fight a duel if one should be sent by 
the Florida senator, he replied: 

“T have not heard from Mr. Call, 
either in person or by proxy. I have, 
however, heard that he is ina fighting frame 
of mind. If he wants to whip me he knows 
where I can be found. If he wants to try that 
Iam willing, but if he wants to do any shoot- 
ing I shall have a word to say. I suppose he 
will give me time, though I feel like 
a fellow out in my state 
who had borrowed enough money to 
start a bank. He came to me and asked what 
I thought of his plan. It was very feeling, 
and I told him not to do so, for he would cer- 
tainly go to pieces in ninety days. ‘Well,’ he 
replied, ‘I would a damned sight rather die in 
ninety days than atsight.’ Perhaps Mr.- Call 
will allow me ninety days.”’ 

THE COLORED EXPOSITION, 

Phillip Joseph, of Atlanta, the colored man 
who was here all last session working for a big 
appropriation for a colored exposition, has 
given up thatidea. He is here now for the 
purpose of getting a section incorporated in 
the world’s fair bill, recognizing the negro and 
devoting a part of the appropriation for an ex- 
hibition to be made in a section of the show 
by the negro race. He says the exhibit will 
surprise the people of this country, for 
there has never been an_ exhibit of 
negro invention or workmanship, and 
the average statesman, who is now discussing 
the negro problem, know practically nothing 
about his education, wealth and industry 
acquired since the war. The majority of 
both houses will favor this, and it is already 
quite evident that Joseph and his followers 
will be successful this time. 

THE LITTLE INTEREST IN CONGRESS. 

Speaker Reed and ex-Speaker Carlisle were 
talking together this morning, when Mr. Reed 
cominented on the very small amount of space 
given by the newspapers to the proceedings of 
congress. 

“The only way,” said Mr. Reed, ‘‘to get full, 
reports is to turn the house into a baseball ag- 
gregation. Then our work would be consid- 
ered of enough importance to chronicle.” 

Judge Stewart this morning reported favor- 
ably from the judiciary committee the federal 
prison bill, and Mr. Carleton’s bill to establish 
a federal court at Athens. 

MR. BLAINE’S CONDITION. 

Mr. slaine’s attack last night was 
mot so severe as his family had 
anticipated. He was better today, and his 
friends think it possible he will be able to at- 
tend the funeral of his son tomorrow. Mr. 
Blaine, however, is yet far from being well 
and strong. 

DUDLEY TALKING FOR PURE ELECTIONS. 

The contested election case of Featherston 
vs. Cate, from Arkansas, was argued today 
before the elections committee. The most 
humorous phase of the case is that ‘‘Blocks-of- 
Five’ Dudley and ‘*Poker Jack’’ McClure, at- 
torneys for Featherston, made long arguments 
against election corruption, in which they 
took occasion to lay great stress upon the im- 
portance of the purity of the ballot-box. They 
are a model pair to talk on such subjects.

WORKING FOR THE FAIR SITE. 


The House Spends Another Day in Arrang- 
ing for the World’s Fair. 

WASHINGTON, January 17.—The speaker stated 
that the journal of Wednesday’s proceedings 
«which was approved yesterday) proved to be in- 
accurate in a few instances. He therefore caused 
the journal to be read, as corrected, and it was 
finally approved. 

Mr. McKinley called up his motion to table the 
motion to reconsider the vote by which the house 
yesterday refused to substitute the resolution re- 
ported by the committee on rules (a8 amended by 
the adoption of the Cannon resolution) for the 
original resolution referred to the committee. 

The motion to table the motion to reconsider 
was agreed to—yeas 144, nays 142. 

The question then recurred on the adoption of 
the original resolution as follows: 

Resolved, That a select cominittee of nine mem- 
bers be appointed by the speaker to be called the 
‘world’s fair committe’’ to which shall be referred 
all matters relating to the proposed celebration of 
the four hundredth anniversary of the discovery 
of America or the world’s fair of 1892. 

The resolution was adopted—-yeas 141; nays 136— 
Mr. Springer changing his vote from the negative 
to the affirmative in orderto enter a motion to re- 
consider. Mr. Springer said that he only desired 
that the committee should be instructed to report 
next week to the house a plan by which a location 
might be selected. As it now stood, the commit- 
tee would be authorized to select a location. He 
withdrew his motfon to reconsider, stating that 
he would trust to the fairness of the committee 
and of the house. 

Mr. Fowler, of New York, introduced a New 
York World's fair bill, and it was referred to the 
special committee when appointed. 

Mr. Raines, of New York, offered a resolution in- 
creasing the membership of that committee from 
—- thirteen. Keferred to the cominittee on 

The house then went into a committee of the 
whole on the bill to provide for town site entries 
of lands in Oklahoma. 

Pending action, the committee rose, and the 
house adjourned until I o'clock tomorrow. This 
willenable members to attend the funeral of 
Walker Blaine.

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FORAKER AND THE FORGERIES. 


Secona Day of the Investigation Into the 

Ballot Box Letters. 
WASHINGTON, January 17.—Ex-Governor For- 
aker continued his testimony before the house 
committee investigating the ballot box forgery 
this morning. He said that after parting with 
Wood he got a letter from him on August 17th 
Saymg that Crosley (who had the contract) was 
absent; that Mayor Mosby was favorably inclined 
towards his application; and that as soon 
as the smoke inspector matter was settled 
he (Wood) would go to Washington and get such 
information as might ve desired in the other 
matter. 

Witness replied on the 19th that ne (Wood) 
would get a letter of recommendation from him, 
as he had promised when he (witness) got the in- 
formation Wood had promised, and not before. 
On the 2tst witness got a note from Wvod saying 
he had valuable papers and wanted to see him for 
fifteen minutes. Witness saw Wood, who pro- 
duced a letter signed W. M. Langdon and dated 
Detroit, August 19th, addressed.to Wood, which 
seemed toconfirm Wood’s previous story, that an 
effort was being made to secure General Alger’s 
Signature to the new contract. But Wood did not 
produce the papers Foraker wanted. Wood 
saidthey were in Washington. Witness under- 
stood; perhaps, at a latter date, that John R. Mc- 
Lean had them. Wood promised to write for 
them, saying that Cros!ey had them no longer. 

THAT LETTER OF INTRODUCTION. 

At Wood's request, Foraker gave him (Wood) a 
letter of introduction to President Harrison. The 
letter commended Wood as an old soldier and an 
inventor of merit. Witness did not know as much 
of him as he did now. September 9th, Wood tele- 

rraphed witness from Cincinnati, asking where 
1¢ could see him. Witness was impatient, and 
replied that he could see him. at an appointed 
place. Meanwhile, he got a letter from Wood 
sent from Washington, dated Septeniber 8th, say- 
ing that he had a document with vaiuable names; 
that J. R. M. was out of the city; that there were 
three papers in all; that he enclosed a letter from 
Ed Hall. This enclosure was dated Cincinnati 
September 4th, and addressed to Wood at Wash- 
ington. The writer told Wood not to hesitate 
about getting facts, and staying with Foraker 
during the campaign. Witness never had any 
communication with Hall until after the election. 
FORAKER ANXIOUS FOR THE PAPER. 

Witness telegraphed Wood to come to Columbus 
that night or the next morning. Wood replied 
that he would mail the paper to witness; that the 
telegram was too late. Witness called particular 
attention to this letter, for it would appear from 
another witness that the paper was not forged 
until the next day (September Vth) after Wood had 
written that he hadthe paper September 11th. 
Wood came to Columbus and brought the forged 
paper (exhibit A). Witness had accidentally mis- 
dated this date before. His secretary, Kurtz, was 
a and knew witness was expecting a paper. 

‘he first thing witness found, that he did not ex- 
hg to see, was the name of Senator Sherman, 

fe had understood that the paper bore the names 
of Butterworth, McKinley and McPherson. Wood 
said that he was surprised to see it, as the name 
was not onthe paper when he first sawit. He 
(Wood) had expected to find it on the second con- 
tract, however. 

SCRUTINIZING THE SIGNATURES. 

Witness had never seen Governor Campbell’s 
signature, and got Kurtz to procure a copy of a 
biographical sketch, and there noticed that Camp- 
bell signed his name James E. Campbell, whereas 
it was signed J. E. Campbell to the paper. 
McKinley’s name looked like it was a very good, 
genuine signature, and witness would have sworn 
to it. He did not think McKinley would question 
it if signed in any honorable connection. Butter- 
worth did not sign his name usually as it was 
signed to paper. The “B” ended on the wrong 
side, but the signature was otherwise good. 
Coming to Senator Sherman’s name, Wood sug- 
gested that it might have been signed witha 
stamp, and witness noticed a peculiarity of the 
stroke under the “S.”’ Wood said he got the paper 
at Washington from Walter Wellman, private 
secretary to John R. McLean. 

Wood applied to Wellman for it and Wellman 
telegraphed the request to McLean, at Saratoga, 
and received the reply: ‘Let Wood have what he 
wants.”” Thereupon Wood got the paper and made 
tracks with it for Cincinnati. That was his story. 
Witness said he accepted the paper without a 
question as to its genuineness. It led 
to all the mortification he had experienced about 
this whole letter. AsSany honorable man would, 
he felt mortified to find that he had been imposed 
upon by that paper, which, in the light of subse- 
quent events, it appeared should not have de- 
ceived him, but preleminary state- 
ments had prepared his mind _ for it. 
Witness met Mr. Halstead on the train 
from Springfield and showed him what he would 
have given him, and remarked that he got more 
than he bargained for, and did not see how he 
could use the paper. Mr. Halstead expressed sur- 
prise at the contents of the papers. In answer to 
witness’ statement that he did not see how to use 
it, that there was danger of throwing the party 
into confusion byattempting to use it, Halstead said 
that he saw how he could use it as far as Campbell 
was concerned: that Campbell was the only man 
named before the people; that it was a duty owing 
to the people to keep such a man from being gov- 
ernor of the state, and that if elected with such 
knowledge in their possession they would be guilty 
of direliction, that if he (witness) did not give 
him (Halstead) the paper, he would publish it 
any how. All of this Mr. Halstead had published 
several times in his paper. Halstead suggested 
that the paper be photographed to secure a copy 
and guard against loss. Witness had this done at 
Columbus. 

Witness then related further efforts of Wood to 
secure the smoke inspectorship, which hung fire. 
Wood endeavored to induce Foraker to put forth 
a greater effort, but the latter did nothing more, 
although he stood by his former action. 

An Election Case. 

MEMPHIS, Tenn., January 17.—Argument in the 
election case of the Government vs. Carpenter, 
et al., was concluded this morning by Judge 
Murray, and Judge Hammond will deliver his 
charge to the jury tomorrow morning. This case 
is an important one, for in all probability the 
continuance of other numerous prosecutions of 
similar nature will depend on the verdict of this 
jury. The chief testimony in_ the case is that of 
117 negroes that they voted tickets obtained from 
one John C. Reaves, who testified that the tickets 
were republican ones. The poll book shows only 
forty-three republican votes cast. 


ANOTHER ONE BOUNCED. 


Tanner’s Pets Being Removed from Office 
Rapidly. 

WASHINGTON, January 17.—General Raum, 
commissioner of pensions, has sent a letter to 
Secretary Noble requesting the removal from of- 
fice of H. A. Phillips, chief of the middile division 
of the pension bureau, on the ground that the 
efficiency of the bureau would be promoted 
thereby. 

Phillips’ spension was re-rated and increased 
April 23d last, during Corporal Tanner’s admin- 
istration. For this reason-Secretary Noble, some 
weeks later, requested him toresign. This, how- 
ever, he declined to do, and no further action has 
since been taken in the case until today, owing, it 
is said, to the pressure which was brought to Geer 
in Phillips’s behalf by members of congress and 
Others in high official positions. It was repre- 
sented by Phillips’s friends that he was 
not guilty of any unlawful act 
in connection with his re-rating, 
and further that he wasa gallant soldier during 
the war of rebellion and received several wounds, 
from which he is still a constant sufferer. It was 
also represented that he was not in government 
service at the time his pension was rerated, he 
having been appointed to his present position 
nearlya month afterward. It is believed that 
Phillips’s dismissal will soon be followed by others 
whose pensions were rerated, and that several 
others who are regarded as less guilty will be re- 
duced in rank and pay. 


The West Virginia Contest. 


CHARLESTON, W. Va., Janu 17.—The legisla- 
ture met again today and went into joint session 
to hear the report from the joint committee on the 
gubernatorial contest. Chairman Kee presented 
a majority report consisting of 154 octavo pages. 
In the afternoon, Senator Morris, republican, pre- 
sented a minority report, which has not ye been 
printed, but which filled 180 pages of closely 
written legal cap. The majority report was not 
read but distributed in pamphlet form and or- 
dered printed in the Journal. Senator Morris 
read the minority report, or the greater part of it, 
before the joint assembly. After the presentation 
of the report a joint committee was appointed to 
prepare a mode of procedence and the joint ses- 
sion adjeurned until Monday next. The majority 
report bears evidence of much study and labor. 
The report shows that 124 of the votes cast for 
Fleming were cast out, 437 cast for Goff were cast 
out; three were added to Fleming 8 vote and five 
to Goff’s. This gives Fleming a plurality of 237 
rotes. The minority = yresents a larger ar- 
gument of the case, makes the statement that the 
election was a fair and legal one, states the poimt 
of differedce between members of the committee

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SEVERAL BAD WRECKS. 


A VESTIBULED TRAIN RUNS INTO 
AN ACCOMMODATION 


AND HALF A DOZEN PERSONS KILLED 


The Wreck Catches Fire and the Cincinnati 
Fire Department Extinguishes It—A 
Collision of Trains at St. Louis. 


CINCINNATI, January 17.—At 7:10, city 


. time, this evening as the Glendale accommo- 


dation, bound for Cincinnati, was leaving the 
station near College Hil Junction, the Chi- 
cago vestibuled train ran into the rear 
of the accommodation.{ There were three 
passenger cars of the Glendale train, contain- 
ing about seventy-five people. The locomo- 
tive of the vestibuled train ran half way 
through the rear car of the accommodation, 
piling passenger ears in a heap and setting 
them on fire. The locommotive of the accom-~* 
modation was not derailed. The fire depart- 
ment and patrol wagons were called from 
Cincinnati, and the fire extinguished. At the 
present writing four persons have been taken 
from the wreck. 

It is known that several persons have been 
recovered fatally wounded. The engineer of 
the yestibuled train jumped from his engine 
and saved himself. Twoof those injured in 
the wreck have been received here at the 
hospital. Their names are James Staly, forty- 
nine years old, of Carthage, Ohio, terribly 
burned about the face and arms. 

William Kimaitze, also of Carthage, a 
plumber, aged nineteen, scalp wound and 
burned hands and arms. 

Bob Stevenson, baggage-master of the 
vestibuled train, of Maplewood, Ohio,. was 
badly hurt, and died shortly after being placed 
in one of the patrol wagons. 

The body of John Wilson, superintendent, 
of the Metropolitan Life Insurance company, 
of Cincinnati, has been identified as one of 
those in the wreck. 

The engineer of the vestibuled train is lying 
seriously hurt at Winton place, with three 
doctors attending him. 

CORRECTED LIST OF THE DEAD. 

Charles Nelson, general superintendent of 
the Cincinnati, Hamilton and Dayton railway, 
has just arrived from the scene of the wreck, 
which was about three-fourths of a mile south 
of Wenton Place and a few hundred yards 
north of College Hill junction. His story of 
the killed and wounded tallies precisely with 
the most trustworthy news gathered here by 
telephone. The dead are:

THE ENGINEER TOO SMART. 

KANSAS City, Mo., January 17.—A_ special 
to the Star from St. Joseph, Mo., says: Tha 
Hannibal and St. Joseph and Rock Island 
passenger trains collided here this morning. 
The coaches on the Rock Island and the en- 
ginefof the other train were wrecked. Several 
passengers on the latter train were injured, 
two badly. They are Frank Trimball, of 
Atchison, Kan., and Joscph Galley, of Belk- 
nap, Ia. The accident was caused by the en- 
gineer cf the Hannibal train trying to pull 
into the depot ahead of the Rock Island, . The 
latter train had the right of way. 


THEY JUMPED THE TRACK. 


A Collision Reported on the-Savannah and 
Western. 

OPELIKA, Ala., January 17.—{Special.]—One 
going east, and the other west! 

Such was the perilous condition of two freight 
trains upon the same track, on the Savannah and 
Western railroad, last night about 7 o’clock. 

The result was a terrible collision, in which both 
engines were thrown from the track. A number 
of freight cars were completely demolished, and 
several train hands were more or less injured. The 
accident occurred about three miles from this 
city. As soon as the engineers realized their per- 
jlous situation, they reversed their engines, and 
did everything possible to save _ their 
trains. Just before meeting, both engi- 
neers and firemen jumped from the 
moving trains and were uninjured. One man had 
his arm crushed, which was the only serious ac- 
cident that occurred. As soon as possible crews 
from Columbus and Waverly were summoned, and 
at once putto work removing the debris. At2 
o’clock prong & the two damaged engines were 
brought to this city, and the track cleared. As 
yet it is not known just where the blame lies. 

ANOTHER WRECK. 

Another freight train jumped the track near 
Gold Hill, on the Savannah and Western railroad, 
this evening about 6 olclock. As to whether any- 
body was injured or not has not been learned. 
Betore the debris of one wreck can be removed 
another occurs on the same road, within a few 
miles of eachother. The passenger train for Bir- 
mingham will not go through tonight. 

JOHNSTOWN, Pa., January 17.—The limited ex- 
press westbound on the Pennsylvania railroad 
struck and killed Edward Gallagher aged seven- 
teen, Michael Gallagher, his brother, aged fifteen 
and Mrs. Kate Stockhouse, a married sister, age 
twenty-five, at Morrillville, near here last night. 

MANSFIFLD, Mo., January 17.—A terrible wreck 
occurred on the Kansas City, Fort Scott and 
Memphis railroad about three miles east of here 
yesterday. The engine of a westbound local 
freight train left the track carrying five loaded 
cars with it. It then turned over, catching 
Engineer Howland, Fireman Herman and Brake- 
man Hughey under it. Brakeman Widdoson was 
caught in the wreck of the cars and sustained 
severe internal injuries. Fireman Herman was 
instantly killed. Engineer Howland had one leg 
broken and Brakeman ay emt was frighifully 
scalded about the head and hands. 
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THE RISING RIVERS. 


Danger of Overflow at Evansville—Great 
Damage to Crops. 

EVANSVILLE, Ind., January 17.—The river at 
this point passed the danger line on the gauge at 
8 o’clock last evening, and is still rising at the rate 
of half aninch anhour. The wateris rapidly 
spreading over bottom lands, and those who have 
not already been driven from their homes by the 
rising waters are removing their families and 
stock. A great amount of corn has been destroyed, 
and farmers having grain in danger of being 
washed away are at work with laborers placing it 
above the high water mark of 1884. The ppt a 
now are that the water will reach a much greater 
height than at any time since the flood of that 
year. With the rapidly rising river at this place, . 
and the advices of an additional rise of the i 
Ohio and side streams, the situation is anything 
but encouraging. Officers of the steamer Blue 
Wing, from Calhoun, which arrived here last 
night, report the river rising at a rate of two 
inches per hour. Hundreds of families have been 
driven from their homes, and many of them are 
living in churches and school houses. ,

effect that hereafter all saloons must close on 
Sunday. He declares that he intends that the law 
shall nis ah pg, * enforced and all offenders 
severly punished. Heretofore the law has practi- 
cally n a dead letter. A number of special 
deputies have been sworn in for this purpose and 
will be given their orders tomorrow night. 
Several saloon men declare they will pay no at- 
tention to the sheriff’s orders, and some sen- 
sational developments are anticipated.

A Review of the Fluctuations of the Mar- 
: ket—Effect of the Weather. 

NEw Yor, January 17—R. G. Dun & Co.'s 
trade review for the week says: Important im- 
provement in business is noted wherever the re- 
cent- change to cold weather has been felt. Else 
where the unseasonable weather is still the chief 
complaint, but-everywhere interruption of busi- 
nessand manuf by the prevailing sick- 
nessis observed, and many factories have been 


| foreed to close because so many of their employes 


were unable to work. At one or two ecast- 
erm: points this interruption appears to 
be passing away, but it is still wide-spread 


pounds. Clearings of banks last week were not 
only the largest on record for the past year, but 
showed an increase over last year of twelve per 
cent, outside of New York. 

THE IRON MARKET. 

The weekly ogtput of pig iron January 1st was 
174,038 tons, against 169,151 December ist, and 
154,398 a year ago. This implies a slight increase 
in production last year over previous estimates. 

The surprising increase in output has led many 
to. wonder in what way the enormous quantity 
now made can be consumed, and inquiries indi- 
cate that there is some accumulation of stocks. It 
also appears that the market for bar iron is some- 
what unsettled, with a tendency toward conces- 
sions, and plate iron is less firm. Structural and 
steel iron and nails are steady, but some uneasines 
is noticed in the market for steel rails. Unless 
eonsumption of finished products is not only sus- 
tained but extended, the output of pig iron can 
hardly continue at the present rate. 

COTTON AND WOOLEN GOODS, 

The cotton industry is disturbed only by sick- 
ness ; the demand for goodsis slightly improved. 
Staples and prints arefirm. Wool and woolen 
grades show distinct signs of division between 
light goods and worsteds,;and heavier goods of 
nearly all kinds. The latter are seriously de- 
pressed bythe unseasonable weather, and the ac- 
eumulation of stocks from the last open winter, or 

urchased early forthis season, but not yet dis- 

ributed. Many manufacturers of such goods buy 
ringly, work part of the time or wait on the 
kinds of wool which theyrequire. But there is a 
marked revivalin the trade for domestic and 
light goods, due to the change last year in the 
treasury rulings. Now, for the first time, manu- 
facturers are busy and hopeful, and the demand 
for such wool asthey can use is strong, prices 
being firm. Reports from various quarters are, 
on the whole, more favorable. The mild weather 
has caused much depression, but wherever cold 
weather has appeared there is a clear and quick 

recovery. 

AN ACTIVE SOUTHERN TRADE. 

Collections are quite generally slow, because of 
retarded distribution, but uneasiness is reported 
at only a few points. All southern reports note an 
active trade. Exports of cotton, provisions, oil, 

_and breadstuffs, in December, were $74,449,727 


_ against $67,045,545 in 1888, which points toan 


aggregate of exports exceeding $94,000,000 for the 
month, and again surpassing imports by $26,000.- 
000 


Foreign exchange has weakened to $4.86, and 
the treasury has taken in for the week only $1,100,- 
000 more than it has paid out.

GREAT BRITAIN VIOLATED 
THE BERLIN TREATY 


AND SHE ASKS FOR A CONFERENCE 


To Discuss Affairs in Africa—Spanish Repub- 
licans Sympathize—Quneen Christina, 
of Spain, Forming a New Cabinet. 


THAT 


Emon, January 17.—The Seculo published 
today an unsigned manifesto, headed “The 
Directory of the Portuguese Republicans to 
the Nation.’’ It denounced vociferously the 
English ultimatum and advocates a republican 
federation of Latin nations, and the adhesion 
of Portugal to such federation. It declares 
that the movement for the federation of the 
Latin republics is steadily making great 
progress and the force of that movement is 
seen and felt in the revolution in Brazil. The 
manifesto does not advocate a revolution in 
Portugal at the present moment, and is 
moderatein tone theoughout except as tothe 
denunciation of England’s action. All papers, 


republican as well as others, advise prudence 


and moderation in the present crisis. The 
extravagances of schoolboys in street demon- 
strations seem to have opened the eyes of the 
men ofthe country to the folly and danger of 
that way of treating international difiiculties. 

English residents of this city who have been 
victims of public animosity cecasioned by the 
attitude of England toward Portugal, propose 
to appoint a deputation to wait on Lord Salis- 
bury to urge that Great Briten adopt a more 
concilatory policy. The feeling toward Eng- 
land is very bitter. Many English employes 
of Portuguese houses have been discharged. 

SPANISH REPUBLICANS SYMPATHISE.

GREAT BRITAIN’S BLUE BOOK.

The News, commenting upon the 
dispatches, says they confirm the opinion that 
the marquis of Salisbury had spoiled a very 
strong case by undue harshness. His dis- 

atches insult Senor Gomes byimplying dis-

THE Ni°GROES’ CONVENTION. 


The Committee on Constitution and By-Laws 
Make A Report. 

Cuicaao, Ill., January 17.—The committee on 
constitution and hy-law.. appointed yester- 
day by the Afro-American convention, 
brought in a _ report this morning 
recommending the adoption of an article 
declaring that the proposed Afro-A.vcrican league 
should not indorse any party in politacs, and thaé 
any member using the league’s paimplilets of 
Stationary for a political or personal purpese, 
should be expelled. 

The committee on resolutions reported the fol- 
lowing which was adopted by the convention: 

The objects of the league are to protest agains® 
taxation without representation ; to secure a more 
equitable distribution of school funds in those 
States where separate schools exists: to insist 
nu a fair trial by judge and jury of our peers in 
all cases at law, whenever we may be a party; te 
resit by legal and reasonable means all mob and 
lynch law, whereof we are the victims; and to in- 


fenders against our legal rights; to resist in the 
courts the tyranical usages of railroads, steame- 
boats and other corporations where we are con- 
cerned. Other articles were adopted which pro- 
vided for the establishment of local and state 
leagues and the holding of state conventions. 
Contrary to expectation, there was no debate 
when the anti-political article of the constitution 
was reached, and it w¥s adopted with very few 
dissenting voices. The objections were only 


against the clause forbidding an officer of the 
league to be an officer of the government, but the 
opposition was ineffectual. A long address to the 
public, p red by the special committee, was 
adopted. The address earnestly protests agains® 
all forms of violencé as never justified except im 
self defense. It advocates the establishment ef 
Afro-American banks and a more equal distribu- 
tion of Afro-American population throughout the 
country. 

The report of the committee on education urgi 
the passage of the Blair bill by congress, arouse 
a great deal of objection. T. Thomas Fortune, of 
New York, argued that the passage of the hifl 
meant eternal discrimination between the whites 
and blacks in the schools of the souwth. 
Professor J. Cc, Price answered thas 
the colored people in the south 
were crying for education.

AMONG PiTE FARMERS AT VALDOSTA

Both of them had strong and 
earnest friends, and the average voter got 
rather mixed up when the claims of both of 
these gentlemen were fairly presented to him. 
Some of the ‘aliiancemen were of the opinion 
that it was rather early to put out a candidate, 
and were more disposed to giving their time to 
enjoyment than to the discussion of politics, 
thinking that there was plenty of time lateron 
to discuss such matters.

Senator Folks, who in- 
troduced the bill in the last legislature to sell 
Okefenokee swamp, was here today, and says 
thatthe representatives of the counties sur- 
rounding the swamp, without exception, favor 
the sale, particularly as the bill provides 
thatthe purchaser or purchasers shall drain 
the lands .and make them available 
for cultivation. Charley Pendleton, of. the 
Valdosta Times, who once headed an expler- 
ing expedition through Okefenokee, alse 
stro 121 , ad yaoates the sale, and Says that if 
the Yan: is reclaimed, Georgia will have within 
her borders a large area of most valuable land 
for conversion into sugar plantations. 

PLANTING MELONS. 

Editor Pendleton says that more water- 
melons will be raised in Lowndes this year 
than ever. He states that the planters of this 
section will, without exception, increase their 
acreage, and that the opening of the 
Georgia Southern and Florida will be a big 
advantage to the melon growers of south Geor- 
gia. This line runs from nertheast to southwest 
throvgh Lowndes county, opening up about 
thirty miles of farming lands, well adapted to 
the cultivation of melons, and that the people 
living along the road will take advantage of 
the increased railroad facilities furnished 
them, and plant more largely than ever in 
crops of this character. ‘‘We have,’’ said he, 
‘the finest watermelon country in the world, 
and will make use of every advantage given us 
by our soil, climate and railroad facilities.’ 

A NEW RAILROAD. 

“By the way,’’ said Editor Pendleton, 
**Valdosta will, at an early day, have another 
trank line. It will be called the Florida Mid- 
land and Gulf, and will run from Valdosta to 
Dead Mank’s‘Bay, about eighty miles south of 
ms on the gulf. There will be no other 
line within sixty miles of it, andit will havea 
clear field through some of the finest timber 
Jands of south Georgia and Florida. This road 
will cross the Florida Railway and Navigation 
company’s line at Madison. This new road 
was under contemplation about six years ago 
by a company of capitalists, headed by Coates, 
of spool-cotton fame. The application for a 
eharter for the Florida Midland and Gulf is 
now being published, and as soon as the law is 
complied with in this respect the incorporators 
will ask the courts for a charter to commence 
business.

The new road 
will be built by the Georgia and Florida Con- 
struction company, which organization has 
necured the Coates charter for this projected 
line.’’

Andrew J. Cobb, of the university, in speaking of 
the constitution of the confederate states 
of America, said to your corres- 
pondent today: “I have in my possession the 
gold pen with which my father signed the con- 
stitution of the confederate states, having found 
it amoug the valuables of my mother.’ 
This pen is an oid fashioned, heavy 
gold pen, and appears to be _ suited 
to much work. It has not been used since the 
hand of Howell Cobb released it from his grasp. 
At the meeting of the secession convention at 
Montgomery, General Cobb was president of that 
august body, and as such signed the provisional 
and permanent constitution of the confederacy. 
Another interesting relic of the war found among 
Mrs. Cobb’s papers is a note written just after the 
surrender which shows what faith our southern 
women had in the cause of the south.

afternoon, Just’ se O’Brien, of the supreme court, . 


also signed an order discontinuing the suit of 
Mrs. Sarah N. Smith against Judge Hilton and his 
co-executor, Mr. Clinch, for an accounting. Law- 
yers in the case gave out a statement yesterday 
afternoon, in which they announce that litigations 
are ended, and set forth the effect of settlement as 
folloys: 

First, Judge Hilton retains all that he received 
during Mrs. Stewart’s lifetime, and all that he has 
ever claimed the right to retain, except that he 
has reieased the estate from its indebtedness of 
$987.57. Second, all parties interested under the 
will receive what the terms of the will entitles them 
to. Third, the testamentary intentions of Mrs. 
Stewart inwrespect to the cathedral at Garden City 
receive their full effect by the conveyance of an 
additional quantity of land, also double the quan- 
tity conveyed to it by Mrs. Stewart 
in her lifetime, and’ half a_ million 
of dollars in addition to the $300,000, 
which the cathedral now holds against the estate 
and in addition to the property upon which Mrs. 
Stewart expended upwards of $2,000,000 during 
her lifetime. This gives the estate left by Mrs 
Stewart, after the payment of legacies and of the 
cathedral endowment to persons entitled under 
her will, in the following proportion: Charlies J.

The Melon-Growers Will Get Justice. 

The Albany News and Advertiser, com- 
menting on the facts brought out at the re- 
cent melon-growers’ convention in that city, 
is of the opinion that there will be no diffi- 
culty in ultimately securing the concessions 
for which the growers ask, and it bases this 
opinion on the fact that the farmers have 
already succeeded in overcoming, by co 
operation, difficulties that seemed to be in- 
surmountable. 

The grievances of the melon-growers, 
which have already been printed in these 
columns, are thus formulated: 1. The ne- 
cessity of a system whereby the railroads 
will guarantee to shippers the inviolability 
of. weights inserted in bills of lading by in- 
itial roads. 2. The duty of southern roads 
to co-operate with the Melon-Growers’ as- 
sociation in seeking a reasonable reduction 
in rates north of the Ohio river and west of 
the Mississippi. 

We think the News and Advertiser is cor- 
rect in itsopinion. The melon-growers have 
already accomplished more by means of co- 

Operation than has ever before been accom- 
plished in so short a time by any. other class 
-of producers in the south. We. have ob- 
served that, although the railroads may move 
slowly in the matter of making concessions, 
they invariably perceive their own interests 
in the end. In this instance, they undoubt- 
edly have interests that are identical with 
those of the melon-growers, 

That they appreciate those interests to a 

certain extent is shown by the way in which 
they gouge the melon shippers. Having got 
a taste of gouging—a big mouthful of it, in 
fact—they are in-no hurry to make reforms: 
but the moment they discover that the goug- 
ing process is injuring their own interests, 
‘they become as gentle and as amiable as you 
Jplease. Having gobbled up for several sea- 
sons at least two-thirds of the gross receipts 
of the melon crop, they may. have a notion 
dhat they are entitled to the entire product : 
but they will rapidly grow more modest. 

This has been our experience as observers, 
and we think that the melon-growers may 
depend on the roads to co-operate with them 
mere and more each season. The. business 


is a new one, and it was to be egpected that | 


the trapsportation lines would deal with it 
unsyipathetically. It is their habit to goin 
for all they can get; but occasionally there 
is to be found a railroad manager who has 
an eye beyond the mere matter of present 
profits, and we believe there are one or two 
such in Georgia. 

It will be remembered that when THE 
CONSTITUTION urged the farmers of southern 
and southwest Georgia to plant melons on a 
large seale for northern and western markets, 
a great many people, including some of our 
esteemed newspaper contemporaries, hooted 
at the suggestion. But now the business 
has grown to such an extent as to compel 
the organization of an association, and so it 
goes. 

The melon-growers will win! 


England and Portugal, 


The trouble between England and Portu- 
gal grows out of a disputed question better 
suited to peaceful arbitration than to a war- 
like settlement. 

Some three centuries ago Portugal discov- 
ered and conquered large territories in east- 
ern Africa, She was unable to hold them 
and gradually yielded them up, with the ex- 
ception of Mozambique. Recently the Eng- 
lish have extended their operations in east 
Africa, gobbling up what was formally Por- 
tugese territory, until Major Serpa Pinto, 
the Portugese commander, showed his teeth 
and adopted an aggressive policy. 

This is the cause of the strained relations 
between the two powers. The English claim 
that they have the right to take and hold the 
greater part of the east coast. The Portu- 
gese claim that as they first discovered it, 
and once held it, they still have the right to 
re-occupy it. 

tngland is following her usual course 
under such circumstances. Her troops and 
gunboats are on the move, and little Portu- 
gal is being bullied and worried to the last 
extremity. Of course there is talk of arbi- 
tration, but it comes from the weaker party. 
Perhaps the best thing for the Portugese is 
the reported determination of their merchants 
to boycott England. Such a policy would 
lead the business and industrial classes in 
England to demand an early and amicable 
adjustment. In these days business is a big 
thing, and the British are sensible enough to 
prefer trading to fighting, If the worst 
comes to the worst—if the two countries 
rush inte hostilities, we may look out fora 
revolution in Portugal, and the upheaval 
may extend into Spain. The two thrones 
are shaky, and anything like a war would 
test the stability of one and probably both. 


The Situation as It Is. 

The editor of the Road, a bright and vig- 
orous paper published at Denver, Colorado, 
appeals to his northern contemporaries to 
give the south a fair chance, 

The Denver editor says that the northern 
people decline to elevate the negro to power 
and position over white men, and it is non- 
sense to expect the southern people to do it. 
If the northerners will not sit at the 
table and ride in the same seat with negroes, 
how can they insist that southerners shall 
do it? ‘‘Don’t expect of the south what you 
won’t stand yourself!’’ 

In these rough but sensible words this 
northern editor outlines the situation very 
fairly. The northern people make a ridic- 
ulous spectacle of themselves when they 
drive the negroes by force out of their 
schools, bar them out of their hotels, and go 
on a big labor strike rather than work with 
them, and yet howl themselves hoarse de- 
manding social equality down south. 

The fact is, the so-called champions of the 
negro in the north are either cranks or frauds. 
When this is said all is said. 


Race Troubles in Illinois. 

As we have frequently pointed out, the 
same race prejudices that manifest them- 
selves in the south invariably come to the 
surface at the north whenever the occasion 
arises. ‘These prejudices exist to a greater 
or less extent all over the country, and they 
make themselves felt the moment the oppor- 
tunity arrives or an excuse is given. In the 
south, owing to the irritating influence of 
northern political pressure and interference 
they sometimes take a very ugly shape, but 
this is precisely the shape they would take 
in every section of the country under the 
same conditions. 

There is just now a race war going on in 
Alton, Ill, which, although it is not of 
serious proportions, is significant enough to 
point a moral and adorna tale. Since the 
supreme court of LDllinois decided in, 1870 
that the colored children were entitled under 
the constitution of the state to attend the 
same schools as the whites, the race question 
has been gradually growing in importance. 
An attempt has been made to avoid un- 
pleasant results by providing for the colored 
children schools precisely like those for the 
white children, and the whites have shown 


_a willingness, whenever necessary, to tax 


themselves to give the negroes additional 
facilities and good teachers. 

The negroes, however, were not satisfied 

with this, they concluded that they would 
never have their rights until they were able 
to send their children to the schools attended 
by the white children. For some time the 
whites have kept them out, but one of the 
provisions of the Alton school board was re- 
cently carried to the supreme court and that 
body went back to its original decision, thus 
placing the Alton schools (to quote from an 
Illinois paper) ‘‘in a predicament.’’ 
* In Alton a district had been formed for 
the black children, and they were given a 
building superior to that provided for the 
white children. The town had been so re- 
districted as to form a black district, and 
the school board thought the problem was 
settled, but this was not to be. As is usual 
in such cases, the colored people did not be- 
lieve. that a ‘‘nigger’’ school witha ‘‘nig- 
ger’’ teacher was good enough for their chil- 
dren. Their innate snobbery made them 
pine for something else; they insisted that 
their children should be sent to the white 
schools. 

To that end a number of them moved into 
the high schooi district. Eight or ten col- 
ored children at once gained admission to 
the high school building, and the result is 
that a regular race war has broken out—we 
use the words of the Peoria Journal. At 
the first recess in the morning, the white 
children attacked the negro children and 
drove them off the grounds, and, naturally, 
the most intense feeling prevails. 

There seems to be no doubt that the 
blacks will succeed in getting into the white 
schools, though on what theory tixey prefer 
them to schools and teachers of they own, 
it would be impossible to say. The xeal |

STATE HOUSE NOTES. 


Governor Gordon issued. an order yesterday 
declaring Monday, the 20th day of January, a 
legal holiday on which all] the banks must close 
and also the executive. offices of the state. The 
holiday is in commemoration of the birthday of 
General Robert E. Lee, which occurs. on the 19th 
instant, that.date falling on Sunday, the governor 
has decided on the following day for the celebra- 
tion. 


A great deal of extra work is being imposed on 
Captain Furlow, of the comptroller-general’s 
office by the receipt of the final statements of the 
tax collectors. The statements are being received 
rapidly, and each one has to be gone over and 
verified. If a mistake has been made of a fraction 
of a dollar, the entire account has to be sent back 
to be corrected. Captain Furlow says that he 
would gladly pay these deficiencies of a few cents 
out of his own pocket, but he is obliged to go over 
the whole report again until they are absolutely 
correct. 


The records, which are now complete, show that 
the new manner of settling the taxes ofthe rail- 
roads, instead of greatly increasing the revenue 
of the state, as the legislature supposed it would, 
has materially lessened the public ineeme. Under 
the old law, when the returns were unsatisfactory‘ 
the comptroller-general was authorized to fix the 
taxes, and if the railroads complained, they had 
the privilege of calling for an arbitration. 
At the fall session of the last legislature 
it was decided to make it compulsory 
for the comptroller to notify the governor of all 
unsatisfactory tax returns, anda commission with 
a per diem was then to be appointed by him to as- 
sess the road, and if the road was dissatisfied they 
still had the right to call for an arbitration. The 
figures show that the increase of the railroad tax 
for the year 1888 over 1887 was 18 per cent, and the 
increase of 1889 over 1888 was only 17 percent, and 
this falling off took place in spite of 500 miles of 
new roads which were added to the tax list, and 
another item of $1,200 for the payment of 
the assessors appointed was incurred by the state. 

The Piedmont Exposition company moved into 
their new offices yesterday, and before night Mr. 
Arnold, the secretary of the exposition, was hard 
at work again. The new offices are large and ex- 
ceedingly convenient. They are situated imme- 
diately in the rear of the Traders’ bank, and Pres- 
ident Wylie’s private room will be used for the 
meetings of the board of directors. Mr. Arnold 
said yesterday that he disliked the worry and in- 
convenience of making the move, but after get- 
ting settled he found his new office perfectly sat- 
isfactery in every way. =

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4A DISCUSSION OVER THE QUESTION 
OF THEIR DISPOSAL. 


Selicitor Hill Anxious to Have Them Remain 
in Jall Until Tried—Judge Clark to Decide 
This Morning—In the Courts. 


There was a lively controversy in the 
criminal superior courtroom yesterday morning 
between Judge Clark and Solicitor Hill. 

It was all about the Bone family, Buzbee 
and Buckalew. 

After formally pronouncing the sentence to 
imprisonment for life upon Old Man Bone the 
manner of disposing of the other members of 
the Bone household was brought up by Mr. 
Walker, who asked that some one of the num- 
ber be allowed to visit their home in custody 
of an officer to straighten things up there. 

“T’ll grant the request,’’ said Judge Clark, 
‘if it is decided to continue them in jail.” 

Hon. James A. Gray asked the court to turn 
the whole family, Mrs. Buckalew and Buzbee 
loose. 

“T think,’’ continued the judge, “that I would 
concur in the action of the solicitor in releas- 
ing al] the women on their own recognizance, 
and I will take the liberty of recommending 
to him that course, unless he can show suf- 
ficient cause why they should be held. They 
have the right to demand to be brought before 
me on the habeas corpus writ, and I say, I be- 
lieve I should concurin allowing the women 
to go on their own recognizance, if the solicitor 
should deem that course proper.” 

‘“‘T shall certainly not adopt any such course 
unless your honor orders me todo so,’’ ex- 
claimed Solicitor Hill quickly. 

“T don’t order it; I only suggested,’’ replied 
Judge Clark. 

“It was our understanding that the solicitor 
intended to release all the prisoners,’’ inter- 
rupted Mr. Gray. ‘‘We had heard that such 
was his intention.’’ 

‘‘You never heard any such statement from 
me,”’ said Mr. Hill. 

Then addressing the court, he continued, 
‘*Your honor, I never had any intention of re- 
leasing any of those prisoners, and wouldn’t 
have them let out for any consideration. It 
would thwart the ends of justice.’’ 

‘‘But you must have evidence —”’ 

“T have the strongest evidence in the world, 
your honor, and have agencies on foot work- 
ing as hard asI can. I can convict every one 
of them before any impartial jury in the 
country, and I intend to do it. Why the 
truth—not half of the truth—has been told 
here. I expect to be able to show that the 
killing of Jim Woodward was the result of 
one of the most diabolical and malicious plots 
we have ever had anything todo with. Why 
the bill of indictment is still against 
them. It charges, and we have evidence 
to sustain the charge, that every member of 
the Bone household Knew. of the plot, and 
further that poor Jim Woodward was enticed 
there by a note from Jessie Bone and killed. 
If you let those people out it will just make it 
so much the harder for us to convict them 
when the time comes. They are charged with 
being accessory before and after the fact, and 
if ever there wasa plain case, its here. No, 
sir, your honor, I’ll never turn them loose un- 
less you order me to do so.”’ 

Mr. Gray argued that the prisoners were not 
accessory at least after the fact, as the crime 
was not committed until after Mr. Woodward’s 
death, and they were then where they could 
not give information to the magistrate. 

Judge Clark finally decided to take the 
matter as to the release of the female members 
of the Bone family under advisement until this 
morning, when he will announce his decision, 
when a day for trial will be set if they are con- 
tinued in prison. 

Pardon for a Chicken Thief. 

Lydia A. Bankston, an old negro woman 
wants her son Sam pardoned from the peni- 
tentiary. 

He was convicted of breaking into a chicken 
coop and stealing chickens about four years 
ago, and has served that length of time. A 
petition was in circulation about the court 
house yesterday to secure his release, and a 
great many signatures were attached. Among 
those who signed the petition was Solicitor 
Hill who prosecuted the case. 

In the petition which will be presented to 
Governor Gordon in a few days it was stated 
as coming from Colonel Towers, keeper of the 
sommes that Bankston has behaved well 

uring his four years of imprisonment. 

The old woman also states that at the time 
of his conviction there was contradictory 
testimony and doubt as to his guilt. Sheisa 
widow and thinks that her son has served long 
enough, anyhow, for such a crime. 

If Governor Gordon grants the petition it is 
highly probable that Bankston will fight shy 
of chicken roosts for a while, at least.

The mortgages are given to secure the in- 
debtedness of the firm, Mr. Fetzer said yes- 
terday that he anticipated no further embar- 
rassment, but that his firm would pull through 
all right. ‘‘The houses to whom we executed 
the nfortgages,’’ he said, “‘are satisfied. They 
do not intend to push us, and will be easy with 
us until we are in shape to meet our accounts 
with them. The necessity of the mortgages 
was induced largely by the dull winter trade, 
on account of the mild weather.”’ 

Messrs. Fetzer and Pharr are young men of 
push and energy, and, since their entrance in 
commercial circles, about three years ago, 
have made a splendid reputation for enter- 
prise. 

A mortgage with power of attorney to sell 
was filed yesterday on the stock of the Huzza 
trunk factory, on Hunter street. 

The mortgage is for $1,150, in favor of the 
Capitol City bank. 

Yesterday afternoon Mr. Huzza disposed of 
a Sufficient amount of stock to Messrs. Lieb- 
man & Kauffman to satisfy the indebtedness. 
He said that there was no failure in the trans- 
action, but that his business would still be 
continued. |

Colonel Buck Is Hopeful that the Law Will 
. * Pass in Congress. 

“Yes, I think the bill will pass.” 

That was Colonel Buck yesterday on the bill for 
two government penitentiaries which has just 
gone to congress with the committee’s favorable 
report. 

“The necessity for it is so urgent,” he said, “and 
so apparent, that Iam very hopeful of its becom- 
ing a law.” ae 

‘Where will the southern penitentiary be 
located?” 

“In Atlanta. The need for it is general, but 

there is a peculiar need for it in Georgia, because 
of the law by the legislature allowing 
county jailers te be absolute judges of whether or 
not they shall receive United States prisoners. 
The government is put ina very awkward posi- 
tion, and by a concert of action amongst the 
county — a very serious state of affairs might 
be created. 
“With the  penitentiaries established, 
there would be, necessarily, in 
time, another step taken.  §$ That 
is the establishment of a federal prison in every 
place where United States court is held. There 
are three divisions, for example, in the southern 
district, and in each of these divisions there 
ought to be a federal prison. 

‘Yes ; for a great many reasons I am inclined to 
believe that the law will pass, and Atlanta is gen- 
erally agreed upon as the place for the southern 
penitentiary. 

“Some time agoI had a talk with the attorne 
neral about the penitentiary needed south, an 
about the division prisons. He gave no positive 
assurance, and I had todo about all the talking, 
but I believe he was favorably impressed, espec- 
ially with the idea of the penitentiaries. I have 
no doubt that he will help the measure all he can. 
* “Of course,” in reply to a question, ‘‘I will do all 
1 possibly can, in concert with all the federal of- 
ficers, to impress upon congress the necessity for 
these penitentiaries, and then do all I can to have 

the southern penitentiary located here.”’

THE STOCK MARKET. 


The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, January 17.—The stock market 
again showed a diminished volume of bu-iness to- 
day, sales in both departments of the exchange 
being materially smaller than those for any day 
recently, while fluctuations, except in a few 
special stocks, were entirely insignificant. 
Lackawanna and Reading, the two most active 
stocks of the day, were traded in over a range of 
3, and '4 per cent respectively, which 1s a suffi- 
cient commentary upon the character of the day’s 
market. In general, there wasa firm undertone 
displayed, and forthe first time in weeks the 
bears were inactive inthe market, or were cover- 
ing shorts inasmall way. This was more con- 
spicuous in coalers than anywhere else in the list, 
but there was also some buying for long accouat 
in those stocks. 

The features of trading were all in low-priced 
specialties,though those in low-priced Vanderbilts 
were the most important. Canada Southern early 
attracted attention by its sharp and sudden rise 
on a limited business and later inthe day Cleve- 
land, Columbus, Cincinnati and St. Louis common 
performed the same feat, and although pur- 
chases could be traced to no source, the effect up- 
on the rest of the list was stimulating, though 
without much practical effect. There wasa dis- 
position to sell Boston favorites in early trading 
because of the great fire in that city, butin New 
England and Union Pacifi¢ there was considerable 
stock wanted at going figures, and the selling 
ceased. In the unlisted department there 
was considerable pressure upon sugar in 
early. dealings and a decline of one 
per cent was effected, but the general 
improvement brought that up too, and it closed 
with a fractionalrise again tonight. Cotton oil, 
however, was especially weak for no apparent 
reason, and aftera drop of 1'%4 per cent it recovered 
only %c. Wisconsin Central helped by the report 
of its earnings and the strengthening of its 
alliance with the Northern Pacific, made another 
-sharg turn in an upward direction and scored a 
‘ material improvement for the day. The market 
‘closed dull and steady, but generally at small 
fractions above the opening figures. The final 
changes are almost invariably in the direction of 
higher prices, but only Cleveland, Columbus, Cin- 
cinnati and Si. Louis with 144c, and Wisconsin 
Centrai with 1°4c, show more than small fractional 
&dvances. Cotton oil is down 1 percent. Railroad 
bonds displayed more activity and more features 
today, with a decided firm tone throughout. Sales 
reached $1,430,000. Sales of listed stocks 116,000 
shares; unlisted 31,000.

AND JUDGE CLARK DOUBLED HIS 
SENTENCE. 


A Negro Is Sentenced to Ten Years in the 
Penitentiary for Threatening to Kill a 
Bailiff and for Using Abusive Language. 


Twenty years in the penitentiary because he 
could not control his temper. 

Charlie Green, a negro who was convicted of 
larceny before Judge Richard H. Clark last 
week and sentenced to ten years in the peni- 
tentiary, had his term increased to twenty 
years yesterday. 

Green is a bad negro, and it was on account 
of his meanness that Judge Clark doubled his 
term. 

* The crime of which Green was found guilty 
was stealing a mule, the property of Bailiff J. 
M. Donehoo. He tried to sell the stolen mule, 
and his conviction was an easy matter. 

Twenty years is the limit of the law in such 
cases, but at the time Judge Clark thought 
half that term was sufficient punishment for 
such a crime as Green had committed, nothing 
but simple larceny being proven. 

It turned out that Green was a dangerous 
man to fool with. When the jury found 
him guilty, and he. realized that 
the next ten years of i his _ life 
was likely to be spent behind prison walls in 
chains and stripes, he became terribly enraged 
at Bailiff Donehoo, the judge, solicitor, and 
everybody else connected with the case. He 
cursed and abused them all ina most dis- 
graceful fashion. 

When taken from the courtroom back into the 
prisoner’s room by Bailiff O’Shields, he went 
on at an awful rate, and, going into the closet, 
wrenched a ten-pound iron weight from the 
Sanitary apparatus. This he carried out into 
the room, telling Bailiff O’Shields that he in- 
tended to kill Bailiff Donehoo with it just as 
soon as he put his head inside the door, which 
he was likely to do at any moment, as his 
duties required him to go in the prisoners’ 
room frequently. 

“When I saw Green with that weight, and 
raving so,’’ said Bailiff O’Shields before the 
court yesterday, “I expected every moment to 
be knocked in the head myself. But he said 
he wasn’t going to hurt me, but only wanted 
to geteven with Donehoo. That didn’t pre- 
vent me from being uneasy, though.’’ 

It so happened that Donehoo did not 
have occasion to go into the _ prisoners’ 
room that evening, and Green was taken to 
jail before he accomplished his threats. Bailiff 
O’Shields says had he come into the room 
while Green had the weight in his possession, 
Donehoo would have been a dead man, sure. - 

When Bailiff O’Shields returned, he re- 
ported the occurrence to the court, and Judge 
Clark determined to bring Green before him 
again, and give him five years longer for his 
conduct, if it had been as stated. 

Yesterday morning, Green was taken before 
the court again. The weight was produced, 
and Bailiffs Donehoo and O’Shields swore to 
the statement as above. 

‘‘He’s a bad man, your honor, and ought to 
thy the extent of the law,” said Solicitor 

ill. 

‘When I sentenced the prisoner before to 
ten years,’’ said Judge Clark, ‘‘I thought I 
had given him sufficient punishment for his 
crime. Insentencing a criminal, there are 
three things which I always take into con- 
sideration. First, the moral turpitude of the 
crime: second, the dispositien and character 
of the criminal, and, third, his ability to bear 
the penalty. 

‘‘A fter I was told that the prisoner here had 
behaved in the manner in which he did, I had 
determined in my mind that his conduct 
merited an additional five years to his 
sentence. Before pronouncing sentence, how- 
ever, I will hear the prisoner’s statement. 
What have you to say, sir?’’ 

Green flew intoa passion, and denounced 
Donehoo and the others whohad taken part 
in the case tothe court. He said Donehoo 
had perjured himself and had hired others to 
do so, paying one mana dollar. He violently 


not deny, but admitted, that he had had the 
weight in his possession in the prisoner’s 
room. He had not “drawn” it on Bailiff 
Donehoo, because he had not been in the 
room. 

‘*As I said,’’ continued the judge, ‘‘I always 
consider the character of the man whom I am 
sentencing. I find from the prisoner’s state- 
ment just made that he is a bad man, that he 
had murderin his heart while he held that 
weight in his hand, and Mr. Donehoo would 
doubtless have been killed had he gone in that 
room while he was lying in wait for him there. 
He has also made serious charges against 
Mr. Donehoo, accusing him of perjury, and 
also others. He is a » Rent man, and I 
will therefore, in view of his statement and 
conduct just now in the court room, give him 
the limit of the law, twenty years, instead of 
fifteen, as I had before determined.”’ 

Judge Clark said he very seldom sentenced 
to the limit of the law, unless the limit was 
very low for the crime involved, and if any- 
thing, this was one of those cases. 

‘Take the prisoner out, Mr. Bailiff.’’ 

When Green rose to go with the bailiff, he 
stood stilla moment or so, apparently unde- 
cided whether to make a break for liberty, 
rush at Donehoo, who stood near, or, go 
along to jail. 

‘‘Make it for life, judge,’”’ said Green as he 
moved out, ‘‘I’d rather have that, than twenty 
years,”’ 

‘You are right there,’’ said Judge Clark, “‘it 
would suit you better.”’ 

When Green reached the prisoners’ room 
rhe went into a violent passion, and made 
things very lively thereabouts for sometime. 
He refused to be handcuffed, and would not 
submit to being removed to jail. Finally 
Bailiff Joe Anthony, who knew him well 
went in, and after talking with Green several 
minutes, persuaded him to allow the bracelets 
to be puton. He was handcuffed with his 
arms behind him, and after being fastened to 
a chain, taken back to the jail with the other 
prisoners.

Sergeant Frank Curtright, of the police depart-_ 
ment, was then deputy sheriff and jailer of the 
county, and the prisoner was turned over to him. 

For two or three weeks Ramsey expressed a de- 
sire to 

A FULL CONFESSION 
of the crime, but Deputy Sheriff Curtright rather 
dissuaded him, explaining that nothing that he 
might say would lighten the penalty for the crime. 

After repeatedly expressing the desire to con- 
fess, he was finally allowed to tell the story to 
Deputy Sheriff Curtright and Mr. Pomp Hill, son 
of the sheriff, and his statement was taken down 
in writing. 

The trial came up before Judge Bigby, whois 
now a resident of Atianca, at the November term 
of Troup superior cuvurt. His attorney entered a 
plea of not guilty, and his confession was sworn to 
ra — court, and the written statement was pro- 

uced. 

Ile was convicted and the peculiar features of 
the confession, that being the only evidence, 
saved his neck, and he 

WAS SENT UP FOR LIFE, 
in a few months after the crime was committed. 
He was removed to Dade coal mines, where he has 
been at work ever since. 

During his imprisonment, he was kept chained 
to the floor of the dungeon, with an anklet on his 
right leg. 

One day he was carried a basket of clean clothes 
and under-clothes by his mother. Deputy Sheriff 
Curtwright searched the clothes and gave them to 
him at dinner time. Whenhe went to give the 
prisoner his supper, the prisoner had changed his 
clothes and was clad from head to foot in clean 
ones. 

The officer could not tell how he had done this 
with the shackle riveted around his ankle, but he 
examined that and found it intact. 

Ramsey then explained how he had pulled off 
the left leg of his pantaloons and drawers‘ first, 
and then , peer worked them out under the 
shackle. In putting on the new ones, he simply 
reversed the order, and worked into his clothes 
with the shackle on his leg. His foot was so big 
that he could not get it off. 

AN EFFORT FOR A PARDON 
will be made by those who were connected with 
the case. Sheriff Hilland his son are both dead, 
but Sergeant Curtright has the old written state- 
ment made by Ramsey, among his papers. 

The judge who sentenced him and the attorney 
who defended him are both living, and it is net 
improbable that Ramsey will be released after 
having served the best third of an ordinary life as 
an expiation of the terrible crime of uxorcide. 

It is a very remarkable case, and the officials of 
the state department will make a full investiga- 
tion of the facts in the case at as early a day as 
possible.
